The father said the Army “ shou ld 
have spotted him when he enlist­ 
e d ’’ and never shou ld have accept­ 
ed him.

Former President Truman, be- j 
cause of his y ears in the Senate 
before becoming president, knew 
more when he entered the White 
House about the inner workings of 
the government as a whole than 
does 
Eisenhower, 
whose 
whole 
career until now was in the Army . 
Nevertheless, Eisenhower made 
no bobbles. He answered questions 
with some 
rapidity , 
at no time 
dodged behind the “ no comment” 
which is the customary Washing- j 
ton method for not answering ques 
- 1 
tions, and onee when he felt un­ 
sure of the answer said he would 
provide it later. 
Truman, in spite of his broader j 
government background in the be­ 
ginning. had a tendency sometimes 
to answer questions so fast that 
he made mistakes which later had 
to be corrected.

Meat prices moved irregularly 
higher in most retail food stores 
this week. 
Boosts 
on 
beef 
items seldom 
amounted to more than a few cents 
a pound and many storekeepers 
held some popular cuts like steaks 
unchanged in hopes of prolonging 
what some dealers called “ the big­ 
gest consumer beef-buy ing spree 
in y ears.” 
However, pork and lamb cuts ad­ 
vanced as much as 14 cents a 
pound in some places. The rises 
I were ascribed chiefly 
to 
higher 
wholesale prices, 
market rallies 
I following unusually sharp price re­ 
ductions during the past couple of 
weeks, and to brisk buy ing at re­ 
tail which trimmed down meat sur­ 
pluses in supply channels. 
Major exceptions to the higher 
meat trend were items being spe- 
I dally priced to attract shoppers 
planning menus for the long week­ 
end (including the George Wash­ 
ington’s birthday holiday Monday ). 
Turkey s, hams and chuck roasts 
were favorites 
in this 
category , 
and were being offered at reduc­ 
tions of a 2 to 6 cents a pound. 
Price controls on milk, butter, 
cheese, ice cream, oleomargarine, 
canned milk and powdered milk 
i were abolished y esterday 
(Wed- 
j nesday ). Price Stabilizer J oseph 
Frechill told ncw’smen he antici­ 
pated some advances on milk and 
dairy products here and there. 
Spokesmen for some major dairy 
concerns in the east east said they 
doubted there would be any wide 
spread increase in milk prices a1 
though some specialty items (like 
chocolate milk) and products sold 
in odd - sized containers might be 
boosted to bring them up to “ equit­ 
able” levels with other products. 
As for butter, it has been selling 
at the government price - support 
level since the end of November, 
and the government so far has 
bought around 73!2 million pounds 
under the mandatory* support pro­ 
gram. 
A dairy industry committee this 
week urged Agriculture Secretary 
Benson to continue supporting but­ 
ter at a high - parity level to pro­ 
tect worried dairy farmers. Ben­ 
son and many in the industry, how­ 
ever, have expressed concern over 
the huge federal butter inventory-— 
especially since the flush season of 
butter production still is ahead. 
Some contend

if the price 
allowed to drop IO cents a pound, 
increased consumer buy ing at that 


this week as the Lenten season 
began. And frozen fish (along with 
cabbage) was featured by the Ag­ 
riculture Department as a most- 
plentiful food for thrifty buying 
this week. The department noted 
that the nation’s stocks of frozen 
fish arid shellfish totaled almost 
196 million pounds at the begin­ 
ning of the y ear, compared with 
a five - y ear (1947-51) average of 
less than 152 million.

State Univ ersity .

in the 
last y ear is lev eling o ff.” he said. 
F arm prices hav e dro pped o nly 
o ne per cent since Janu ary I. Since 
Au gu st o f 195 2, they hav e declined 
IO percent. The slide pro bably is 
o v er. 


“ We do no t ex pect sharp declines 
in farm prices o r the rest o f the 
eco no my as lo ng as we maintain a 
sizeable defense pro gram and em ­ 
plo y ment remains high,” he said. 
Du ring the nex t few? mo nths, farm 
prices pro bably will remain stable. 


SMITH SAID prices o f indiv idu al 
co mr io ditics co u ld flu ctu ate widely 
with su pply . Weather co u ld 
pro ­ 
du ce v ariatio n in market su pplies 
o f so me co mmo dities. Beef cattle 
prices may be weak, bu t pro bably 
will no t take ano ther sharp dro p 
u nless wide spread dry 
weather 
fo rces large marketings in a sho rt 
perio d. 
He po inted o u t cattle gro wers will 
be marketing mo re du ring the nex t 
two o r three y ears. They can no t 
ex pect large price increases du ring 
this time. 
Ho g prices will 
remain abo u t 
steady , o r co u ld gro w stro nger, 
du ring the nex t few mo nths. 
In 195 3, po u ltry and egg prices 
pro bably will be at least as fav o r­ 
able to pro du cers as they were 
last y ear. “ I can’t be v ery o pti­ 
mistic abo u t milk prices,” Smith 
added. “ I ex pect them to co n­ 
tinu e to sho w weakness fo r the 
nex t few mo nths.”

Orphan Island 


A Challenge To 


Home Front 


By UAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK 
—A little more 
than two y ears ago the heart of 
America was tou ched by one of 
the most u nu su al military opera­ 
tions of the dreary Korean War. 
As Red Chinese 
massed for 
their su ccessfu l assau lt against 
Seou l, a fleet of big U. S. trans­ 
port planes landed on a field ou t­ 
side the city . 
They were qu ickly loaded with 
nearly I.CKK) frightened, bewilder­ 
ed Korean orphans—war 
waifs 
picked from the city streets—and 
flown to Cheju , an island off 
Sou th Korea's coast. 
“Operation 
Kiddie 
Kar" 
or 
“The Great 
Kidlift” — it was 
known by both names—dramatic­ 
ally sav ed hu ndreds of innocent 
small liv es. Gifts for the child­ 
ren flooded to Korea, from 
all 
parts of the United States, thanks 
largely to Lt. 
Col. 
Ru ssell L. 
Blaisdell, an Air Force chaplain 
who had conceiv ed the rescu e 
project. 
Bu t what has happened to the 
kids since then? How are they 
faring two y ears later? 
I am indebted to Nancy Lowe 
Gray , a Far Eastern reporter, for 
bringing the pictu re u p to date, 
as follows: 
Cheju is now nicknamed “Or­ 
phans’ Island.” It is a refu ge for 
2.000 homeless children, hou sed 
in 14 orphanages. Other y ou ng­ 
sters still arriv e by fishing boats 
and other small craft. 
The first grou p flow n ov er from 
Seou l arc learning to become self- 
su fficient. Instru ctors are teach­ 
ing them arts and crafts. Small 
girls eagerly knit and embroider 
with the skill of old women. They 
also make colorfu l dolls from na­ 
tiv e clay , paint them 
and sell 
them for sou v enirs. 
Most of the children were rag­ 
ged, v ermin-ridden, ill and. half- 
starv ed. Bu t today they are clean 
and regu larly fed. Those blinded 
or maimed in war mishaps are 
giv en as mu ch therapy as fu nds 
permit. A United Nations welfare 
agency 
is 
helping rehabilitate 
them. 
This last Christmas Chaplain 
Blaisdell and Mrs. Peggy Harris 
of New York City , director of ser­ 
v ice clu bs for the Japan Air De­ 
fense Force, organized a driv e for 
fu nds and clothing for the orph- 
J 
ans. 
The heart-warming resu lt was 
a “ Christmas 
Airlift” of fou r 
tons of su pplies, ranging from 
bu bble gu ms and rattles to sew­ 
ing machines, 
blankets, 
shoes, 
clothing and toy s. 
“The orphans lov e a United Na­ 
tions u niform,” said Mrs. Harris. 
“ We had to hold back the tears 
as small arms and smiles reach­ 
ed ou t to greet u s in ev ery or­ 
phanage. 
“ The only kindness these chil­ 
dren hav e ev er known has come 
from military personnel. Most of 
them were picked u p from the 
streets, where they lay either 
wou nded or dy ing from starv a­ 
tion. 
“AU this happiness was made 
possible 
becau se 
Cis, officers 
and dependents alike gav e time 
and money so u nselfishly .” 
Mrs. Harris and the chaplain 
now plan an “Easterlift” for the 
children. Hu ndreds of American 
soldiers in the serv ice clu bs of 
the Far East theater are collect­ 
ing old clothing, repairing brok­ 
en toy s. 
Many of the salv aged children 
of “ Orphans’ Island” had been 
mascots of U. S. military ou tfits. 
It is pleasant to chronicle that 
many American Cis. who often 
felt lonely and forgotten in Ko­ 
rea, still after two y ears hav e not 
themselv es forgotten to remem­ 
ber the lost waifs they originally 
befriended. 
It giv es u s on the home front 
a 
reason 
to search 
ou r own 
hearts, too. 
Are we ou rselv es 
measu ring u p to ou r troops?

Pickaway Farmers 
Urged To Inspect 
Grains Regularly 


Farmers of Pickaway Cou nty are 
being u rged to inspect their stored 
grain at least once a month to pre­ 
v ent insect damage and loss. 
John G. Boggs, chairman of the 
cou nty Produ ction and .Marketing 
Administration committee, today 
said mu ch more grain is being 
stored this y ear u nler either 
loans or pu rchase agreements. 
He reminded farmers, howev er, 
that storage in a good bin does not, 
by itself, insu re safety of the crop. 
Each y ear. throu ghou t the cou ntry , 
insects destroy at least 300 million 
bu shels of grain. 
Grain shou ld be as dry as possi­ 
ble when stored, Boggs ex plained, 
and free from broken kernels and 
dirt. It shou ld be fu migated soon 
after harv est. 
* *

IF LIVING weev ils are 
fou nd 
du ring monthly inspections, 
the 
grain Shou ld be fu migated immedi­ 
ately . 
Boggs said 
progress is 
being 
made constantly to help farmers 
ov ercome storage problems. Under 
recent tests condu cted by Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agricu ltu re 
engineers, 
stored grain was cooled by pu lling 
cool air throu gh the grain into a 
perforated pipe (inserted v ertically 
in the bin) and then ou t the top of 
the pipe by a small electric fan. 
Engineers believ e this may be a 
simple way to prev ent damage to 
grain from moistu re and insects. 
Tests to prov e the practicability 
of the method in farm-tv pe bins are 
u nder way this Winter in Indiana, 
Nebraska and Iowa.

Wall Street lias estimated Ford’s 
ov erseas bu siness now nets a prof­ 
it of arou nd 20 million dollars a 
y ear.

Ex ample: The American watch 
making companies who complain 
bitterly of the competition from 
Swiss watches made by workers 
with lower pay scales than A nteri-1 
can watch makers.

Board of Commerce — which also 
u rges an end to tariffs — tells 
bu sinessmen attending the Chica­ 
go go World Trade Conference that 
tariff redu ctions “ wou ld hav e to 
be worked ou t to deal with prob­ 
lems of adju stment.” 
He is John S. Coleman, president 
of Bu rrou ghs Adding Machine, a 
company which also does a good 
ov erseas bu siness — and dou bt­ 
less wou ld like to do more. 
W. Rogers Herod, president of 
The International General Electric 
Co., doing a lot of bu siness ov er­ 
s e a s , tells the Chicago conference 
that ou r tariffs shou ld be redu ced 
gradu ally “ to increase trade and 
lessen aid.” 
Bu t he adds: “It certainly wou ld 
be a mistake to ju st throw open 
the doors of ou r markets on an 
u nselectiv e basis to all produ cts 
competing with ou r own from cou n­ 
tries hav ing any thing from one- 
third to one - fifth of the wage 
rates that we hav e here.” 
H 
Ford, howev er, say s that if U. S. 
tariff walls were razed, we cou ld 
absorb an additional fiv e or six 
billion dollars worth 
of foreign 
goods each y ear to the benefit of 
bu siness, 
labor, agricu ltu re and 
file consu mer. That fiv e or six bib I 
lion dollars presu mably wou ld he 
spent by the foreign nations in 
bu y ing more U. S. farm produ cts 
and manu factu red goods. 
Or, it wou ld plu g the dollar gap 
the difference between what we 
•ell abroad and 
what we 
bu y 
abroad — a gap that since World 
War ll has been largely plu gged 
by foreign aid (some 33 billion of 
IF S. tax pay er dollars so far).

The clamor for cu tting tariffs I 
and increasing imports is growing 
lou d at this time, becau se Anteri-1 
can bu sinessmen hav e been find 
ini their ov erseas markets shrink 
, ing. This Is becau se, to sav e dol­ 
l a r s , other cou ntries hav e pu t u p 
bars against American goods. 
The idea behind the Ford plan, 
apparently , is to pep u p foreign 
trade in both directions. He holds 
that then the other nations cou ld 
start taking down the bars against 
American goods. 
The 
National 
Foreign 
Trade 
Cou ncil estimates that this y ear U. 
S commercial ex ports will fall 7 00 
million dollars behind last y ear’s 
largely becau se of these foreign 
cu rbs on U. S. goods. It predicts 
a total of 12'a billion dollars. 
It thinks our commercial imports 
will hold at arou nd the ll billion 
dollar lev el of last }car. Ford and 
the bu sinessmen who think like 
him, wou ld like to see that im­ 
port figu re boosted mu ch h ig h er- 
eliminating the dollar gap and pro­ 
v iding more fu nds 
for 
ov erseas

'Hie bu sinessmen who make the 
gou da here that wou ld ru n into I

An investigation into the death 
last week of Lt. Richard M. Daven­ 
port, 22, New London, Conn., de­ 
termined that he "apparently was 
murdered,” said Maj. Gen. Homer 
W’. Kiefer, commander of the 9th 
Infantry Division.

The first announcement of Dav­ 
enport’s death termed it a freak 
accident, because it was thought 
he was killed by fragments from

But an autop­ 
sy later disclosed that it was a 30- 
caliber M-l rifle bullet. 
Owens had been treated at the

In Russell, in Central Kansas, 
County Agent Gale 
Mullen said 
most of that are’s wheat crop is 
doomed unless moisture comes im­ 
mediately. 
A drought during the Utter half 
of 1952 and insufficient moisture 
this winter left the soil dry and 
loose. The high winds can easily 
whip the soil from around young 
wheat plants, killing them . 
The new dust storms brought 
memories once again of the black 
blizzards of the 1930c when wind 
erosion put thousands of farmers 
and ranchers out of business. 
Wednesday’s blow, with gusts up 
to 50 rn des an hour, sent up clouds 
of dust over Western Kansas At 
Great Bend, visibility was cut to 
one-eighth of a mile.

COMMUNISM FLOPS 
IT CANNOT BE contradicted that coun­ 
tries under Communist rule are never pros­ 
perous countries. There is no general pros­ 
perity in Russia, despite Moscow's claims 
to the contrary. None of the satellite coun­ 
tries has a thriving economy. 
All jackal nations are suffering under the 
burden of police law and exploitation by 
their Russian rulers. Communism brings 
only want and misery. 
Contrast between conditions in East and 
West Germany offers conclusive proof of 
these facts. Economic conditions in East 
Germany have been deteriorating f r o m 
bad to worse, while West Germany now is 
regarded as the most prosperous area in 
all Europe. 
Recent statistics show that West G e r- 
many increased its general production by 
more than five per cent, coal output by 
seven per cent, manufacture of steel by 26 
per cent and exports by 33 per cent. These 
figures are for the first quarter of 1952. and 
have improved since that time. 
It should not be overlooked that people 
of the same race and characteristics are 
involved in this situation. In West Ger­ 
many, where there is progress, they are 
free. In East Germany, where there is stag­ 
nation, they are virtual prisoners. 


MORE NEWSPAPERS READ 
ANY IDEA THAT RADIO and subse­ 
quently television, with p e r i o d i c news 
broadcasts and “big name'1 commentators, 
would cut deeply into newspaper circula­ 
tion seems thoroughly dispelled. 
Circulation in the United States of Eng­ 
lish-language daily newspapers in 1952 was 
63.738 million a day, an increase of 145,000 
over that of the year before, as reported by 
N. W. Ayer and Son’s directory of news­ 
papers and periodicals, and marked an all- 
time peak. 
Pleasant as it is to get brief news sum­ 
maries in the home at almost any time of 
day or night, or to evoke a commentator 
with a political slant that closely coincides 
with one’s own, obviously that does n o t 
luffice. If there is one conclusion m o r e 
weighty than any other to be derived from 
these newspaper circulation figures, it is 
that the American public finds no substi­ 
tute for the printed word. 
That goes for advertising, as well as 
news. Newspaper advertising volume has 
made enormous gains in the last decade, 
and is still inching upward. People read 
newspaper advertisements as never before 
and buy the products and services adver­ 
tised.

These Days 


Great causes are often corrupted by 
small men and become a caricature of the 
ideals and purposes of the founders. Many 
of the movements for human liberty degen­ 
erate into little bureaucracies out of which 
a petty jobholder makes a comparatively 
small living. 
In the exciting days of the 1930’s a n d 
I940’s. the Communists made great strides 
in this country, reaching, in their influ­ 
ence, as high as the White House They in­ 
filtrated the Government, the universities, 
the theater and other arts of expression. 
The ease with w h ic h the Communists were 
able to move was due to four causes: 
1. The distress of younger people over 
the Depression; 
2. The stodginess of older people in their 
support and expression of A m e r i c a n 
ideals; 
3. The failure of government to grasp the 
nature of the Communist conspiracy; 
4 The support of Communist movements 
by the great power* of the Russian govern­ 
ment. 
Yet, it can be said that these anti-Com-. 
munist movements naturally have a wide 
range both in personnel and in concept. 
There is no federation of anti-Communfsts. 
There are no officers to regiment men and 
women; there is no Executive Committee 
to purge recalcitrant*. Each group and 
each individual does the work that knowl-,I 
edge and conscience permit. 
During the past three years, two interest­ 
ing tendencies have appeared. One is the 
anti-anti-Commumst tendency. This ap­ 
pears in the writings of many former Com­ 
munists and self-serving liberals who de­ 
nounce Stalinism but are opposed to all ef­ 
forts in the United States to investigate, 
analyze and extirpate Communism in this 
country. 
Naturally, many of them are fearful that 
such investigations will ultimately disclose 
their past activities, although they now are 
no longer Stalinists. They want bygones to 
be bygones without paying for their sins. 
These people live in terror that some wit­ 
ness before a Congressional committee will 
disclose their shame or that some news­ 
paperman will bring them before the pub­ 
lic eye. They live like cheats, not daring to 
confess error as so many really brave men 
and women have done. They use their in­ 
fluence to ridicule Congressional investiga­ 
tions. Their present target is, of course, 
Senator Joe McCarthy. Their next target 
will be Senator William Jenner. 
The other tendency is among the anti­ 
communist groups. They are not without 
sinful ones. This is a natural result of the 
current unpopularity of Communism. The 
trouble arises from the desire of m a n y 
former Communists and many of t h o s e 
mentioned rn investigations to be cleared. 
No human being can clear another of er­ 
ror. Only the penitent, by confession of 
error, can clear himself. Only such public 
confession can win credence. Many have 
done precisely that.

This neuritis is more common 
in the feet and legs In many 
casea there is a tingling in Hie 
legs along with a feeling of "pin* 
and needles ‘ in the toes, and the 
legs are usually stiff Burning of 
the tongue is another common 
symptom that accompanies the 
neuritis 
Fairly Common 
Neuritis is a nervous disorder 
and is fairly common In patients 
with diabetes Of course, in treat­ 
ing the neuritis, the diabetes has 
to be controlled first by diet, or 
diet and insulin combined 
Diabetes Itself, as most people 
know, is caused by a lack of the 
hormone, insulin.

Diabetes can usually be identi­ 
fied by a simple test of the urine 
to determine lf it contains excess 
sugar. Then it is usually possible 
to supply the missing Insulin by 
regular injection!. 


Even after this life-saving 
treatment was discovered, how­ 
ever, the accompanying neuritis 
remained very hard to treat. 
Recently we have learned that 
127 patients with this form of 
neuritis aer* helped by dally in- 
J lections of an extract taken from 
a pregnant mammal s liver. Al­ 
most all of these patients re­ 
ceived good relief of their dis­ 
tress. only a amall percentage 
showing no improvement 
Usually the treatment had to 
be carried out for only a week 
before giving some relief. The 
Improvement usually lasted from 
two to six months, and then the 
treatments could be repeated A 
tendency for the neuritis to re­ 
turn sooner was corrected In most 
cases by regular injections of the 
same extract once a week. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
T. U.: I am thirty-seven and 
have been losing the hair from 
my scalp, eyebrows and body for 
about six months. What could be 
the cause? 
Answer: From the description 
given, it would seem that you are 
suffering from alopecia areata, a 
type of baldness, the cause for 
which is not known, although it 
Is probably due to some emotional 
stress. In many cases, regrowth 
takes place from six to eight 
months after loss of hair. How­ 
ever, the Iou can be permanent. 
It would be well for you to con­ 
sult a physician about this.

Orphan Island: 


A Challenge To 


Home Front 


By HAI, B O Y LE 


N EW YORK Of*— A little more 
than two years ago the heart of 
America was toucheo by one of 
the most unusual military opera­ 
tions of the dreary Korean War. 
As Red 
Chinese 
massed 
for 
their successful assault 
against 
Seoul, a fleet of big U. S. trans­ 
port planes landed on a field out­ 
side the city. 
They were quickly loaded with 
nearly 1,000 frightened, bewilder­ 
ed Korean orphans—war 
waifs 
picked from the city streets—and 
flown to Cheju, 
an 
island off 
South Korea's coast. 
“ Operation 
Kiddie 
K ar” 
or 
“ The Great 
Kidlift” — it 
was 
known by both names— dramatic­ 
ally saved hundreds of innocent 
small lives. Gifts for the child­ 
ren flooded to Korea, from 
all 
parts of the United States, thanks 
largely to Lt. 
Col. 
Russell 
L. 
Blaisdell, an Air Force chaplain 
who had conceived the 
rescue 
project. 


But what has happened to the 
kids since then? How are they 
faring two years later? 


I am indebted to Nancy Lowe 
Gray, a Far Eastern reporter, for 
bringing the picture up to date, 
as follows: 


Cheju is now nicknamed “ Or­ 
phans’ Island.” It is a refuge for 
2,000 homeless children, housed 
in 14 orphanages. Other young­ 
sters still arrive by fishing boats 
and other small craft. 


'Hie first group flown over from 
Seoul are learning to become self- 
sufficient. Instructors are teach­ 
ing them arts and crafts. Small 
girls eagerly knit and embroider 
with the skill of old women. They 
also make colorful dolls from na­ 
tive clay, paint them 
and 
sell 
them for souvenirs. 
Most of the children were rag­ 
ged. vermin-ridden, ill and. half­ 
starved. But today they are clean 
and regularly fed. Those blinded 
or maimed in war mishaps are 
given as much therapy as funds 
permit. A United Nations welfare 
agency 
is 
helping 
rehabilitate 
them. 
This last Christmas Chaplain 
Blaisdell and Mrs. Peggy Harris 
of New York City, director of ser­ 
vice clubs for the Japan Air De­ 
fense Force, organized a drive for 
funds and clothing for the orph­ 
ans. 
The heart warming result was 
a “ Christmas 
Airlift” 
of 
four 
tons of supplies, 
ranging from 
bubble gums and rattles to sew­ 
ing machines, 
blankets, 
shoes, 
clothing and toys. 
“ The orphans love a United Na­ 
tions uniform,” said Mrs. Harris. 
“ We had to hold back the tears 
as small arms and smiles reach­ 
ed out to greet us in every or­ 
phanage. 
“ The only kindness these chil­ 
dren have ever known has come 
from military personnel. Most of 
them were picked up from the 
streets, where they lay either 
wounded or dying from starva­ 
tion. 
“ All this happiness was made 
possible 
because 
Cis, officers 
and dependents alike gave time 
and money so unselfishly.” 
Mrs. Harris and the chaplain 
now plan an “ Easterlift” for the 
children Hundreds of American 
soldiers in the service clubs of 
the Far East theater are collect­ 
ing old clothing, repairing brok­ 
en toys. 
Many of the salvaged children 
of “ Orphans* Island” had been 
mascots of U, S. military outfits. 
It is pleasant to chronicle that 
many American Cis, who often 
felt lonely and forgotten in Ko­ 
rea, still after two years have not 
themselves forgotten to remem­ 
ber the lost waifs they originally 
befriended. 
It gives us on the home front 
a 
reason 
to 
search 
our own 
hearts, too. 
Are 
we 
ourselves 
measuring up to our troops?

Pickaway Farmers 
Urged To Inspect 
Grains Regularly 


Critic Receives 
Another Letter 


Farmers of Pickaway County are 
being urged to inspect their .stored 
grain at least once a month to pre­ 
vent insect damage and loss. 
John ti. Boggs, chairman of the 
county Production and Marketing 
Administration committee, today 
said much more grain is being 
stored 
this year 
un ler 
either 
loans or purchase agreements. 
He reminded farmers, however, 
that storage in a good bin does not, 
by itself, insure safety of the crop. 
Each year. throughout the country, 
insects destroy at least 300 million 
bushels of grain. 
Grain should be as dry as possi­ 
ble when stored, Boggs explained. 
and free from broken kernels and 
dirt. It should be fumigated soon 
after harvest. 


IF LIVING 
weevils 
are 
found 
during 
monthly inspections, 
the 
grain should he fumigated immedi­ 
ately. 
Boggs 
said 
progress 
is 
being 
made constantly to help farmers 
overcome storage problems. Under 
recent tests conducted by Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture 
engineers, 
stored grain was cooled by pulling 
cool air through the grain into a 
perforated pipe (inserted vertically 
in the bin) and then out the top of 
the pipe by a small electric fan. 
Engineers believe this may be a 
simple way to prevent damage to 
grain from moisture and insects. 
Tests to prove the practicability 
of the method in farm-type bins are 
under way this Winter in Indiana, 
Nebraska and Iowa.
